Postmaster General Vllas Decides to ltt. 


for It Back to tbo National Solons —

General Vilas, after consultation with tho 
president and tho cabinet, has finally do- 
cidod not to advertise tor bids tor foreign 
mail service, under tho permissive power o£ 
tho act ot last March, appropriating &40U,- 
000 for tho benefit of American steamship 
lines engaged in tho foreign mail service. 
The reasons assigned as governing this de- 
cision aro as follows: 
It is not necessary to make such contracts 


in order to provide for the transportation of 
thoso mails, and ratos now paid give ado- 
ouato compensation, whorovor mails are ot 
any considerable volume, while previous 
statutes afford all tho authority t,n tho de- 
partment necessary to provide for othor 


This being so, tho authority could only bo 


exorcised with, a viow to tho distribution o< 
money, unnecessary in fact to componvata 
tho mail carrinRe, for tho purpose of aiding 
American steamship companies. DosiraO.u 
as is tho development of these lines, the act 
does not profess to put the money at tho 
postmaster general's disposal for any othei 
purpose than to carry tho mails. Besides, if
